Panis, May 23.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] A sensational shooting, 
recalling the Deacon affair,but with a 
change of sex, occurred here on Saturday 
nigbt. The names of the parties were 
carefully suppressed at first, though the 
papers refer to one as Mme. L.“ Her 
husband is a prominent club man. She 
suspected him of irtimacy with the 
wife of a high government official. She 
watched, found them together in apart- 
ments and fired five shots into the 
woman’s body, killing her. 

The name of the murderess is Mme. 
Reymond and the name of the victim 
Laffimonne de la Porte. The murdered 
woman was a niece of Casimir Perier. 
Mme. Reymond, who isa pretty bru- 
nette and only 24 years old, says that 
Mme. de la Porte was an intimate 
friend of hers, who had separated from 
her husband. She herself introduced 
Mme, de la Porte to M. Reymond and 
soon afterward discovered that they 
were meeting secretly. 

M. Reymond and Mme. de la Porte 
had a meeting on Saturday and Mme. 
Reymond went to the rendezvous. She 
knocked at the door and cried Open, 
Paul, Mme. de la Porte’s husband is 
Mme Reymond’s hus- 
band, partly dressed, opened the door 
and Mme. Reymond ‘rushed in at once. 
She found Mme. de la Porte undressed, 
and repeatedly fired at her with a re- 
volver, afterward stabbing her several 
times in the breast. She afterward 
surrendered herself tothe police. She 
was dressed in the height of fashion 
and wept bitterly.

| A Case at the Palmer House—Efforts to

Cuicago, May 28.—[By the Associated 
Press.] What may prove to be a case 
of maligtant smallpox was discovered 
at the Palmer House in this city today. 
T. F. Meek, a traveling man from Phil- 
adelphia, arrived on Saturday from a 
trip through Canada and Ohio. Yes- 
terday he complained of severe aches 
and fever and today was worse. Dr. 
Brynon was called and after a careful 
diagnosis determined that it was small- 
pox. In order to make no mistake he 
called in Drs. Bates and Montgomery. 
The three spent the afternoon with 
Meek and decided that the disease 
must be some form of smallpox. The 
health department was notified at once 
and Meek was removed to the pest- 
house within an hour. He will be given 
the best of care and the doctors hope 
for his recovery. The room he occu- 
pied at the Palmer House was thor- 
oughly fumigated and all persons ex- 
posed vaccinated at once, so the health 
department thinks there is no likeli- 
hood of aspread.

Pins Brorr (Ark.,) May 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Destitution among 
the flood sufferers, White as well as 
black, between Little Rock and the 


mouth of the river is appaling. The 


city and vicinity are filled with thou- 
sands of refugees. The cotton crop all 
along the river is totally destroyed, and 
itis hard to tell on what the farmers 
will live this summer. The Govern- 
ment boat C. B. Chase arrived this 
evening from the upper river, where 
she supplied 1500 half famished people 
on seventeen different landings with 
provisions. 

Hundreds of people were taken along 
and put off on dry places. At Eagle's 
landing 120 people were found living in 
three houses. Two men were seen 
drowning by the crew, and four were 
rescued from house tops, where they for 
hours found refuge. 

The Government steamer Wichita, 
on the lower river, fed and rescued 
more than 650 people. The town of 
Auburn is flooded. 

The rich plantations of Bank Head, 
Green Bank and Swan Lake are en- 
terely submerged and planters refuse 
further supplies to their hands. An ur- 

ent appeal for assistance was sent 

ere from Sherrill. A flotilla of Gov- 

ernment boats is continually on the 
river bringing succor to the helpless 
victims of the flood. The river fell two 
inches today. 

Ozark (Ark.,) May 28. — Twenty 
thousand acres of farms are flooded in 
Franklin county. Hundreds of families 
are homeless. The loss is estimated at 
$100,000 to $250,000. 


CLOSING THE CREVASSES, 
Large Gangs of Men Kept Busy on the 
Mississippi Levees. 

New Oruzans, May 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] At noon today the 
crevasse which occurred last night in the 
Tessires Home plantation was 100 feet 
wide, but had not gained great strength 
and probably will be closed, as a large 
force of men are at work. Many fine 
plantations, with growing crops, are 
being overflowed, and if the break is 
not closed many hundred people will be 


obliged to abandon their homes and. 


much suffering is expected to ensue.

Meeting of the General Committee Las

BEATS THE WORLD. 

American Armor-plate that Defies the 
Best Foreign Projectiles. 

Wasuineton, May 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The thickest piece of 
armor ever manufactured in this coun- 
try was successfully tested at the Indian 
Head proving grounds on Saturday. It 
is one of the 14-inch nickel-steel, diag- 
onal plates for the Indiana, andis the 
first of the battle-ship armor-plates 
completed by the Bethlehem Iron 


Works. Twenty diagonal plates for the 
m battle-ships Indiana and Massachusetts, 


aggregating 800 tons, representing 


me $500,000 in value, will at once be ac- 


‘cepted, as a result of the test. 
The result of the test conclusively 
American armor-makers 


The conditions were more 
severe than the tests imposed by foreign 
countries. Under the terms of the con- 
tract the projectile might go nearly 
through the plate and backing, and yet 
it would be accepted if no serious cracks 
developed. None of the three shots 


fired succeeded in getting far 
enough into the plate to show 
the backing. Three shots were 


fired near the middle region of 
the plate. The three points of impact 
form an equilateral triangle. All three 
shots rebounded, one of them back to 
the muzzle of the gun, a distance of 185 
feet. The deepest penetration was 4 
inches; the others were two inches or 
less, Only a few slight cracks immedi- 
ately surrounding the burr of each ori- 
fice were made. A ten-inch gun was 
used in the test. Twoof the projectiles 
were imported. The third was made in 
this country. The latter was thrown 
out entirely uninjured, while one of the 


imported broke in two, thus showing a 


splendid record for American projec- 
“tiles as well as American plate. The 
projectiles weighed 500 pounds. The 
powder charge was 140 pounds, giving 
a striking velocity of 1410 feet. 


POST TRADERS MUST GO,

SCARED TO DEATH. 


The Fate of a Kansas Masher—A Mock 
Trial and Execution. 

WELLINGTON (Kan.,) May 18.—([Cor- 
respondence.] Died from heart fail- 
ure’? was the verdict of the coroner’s 
jury in the case of Joseph Hardin, but 
this prosaic verdict does not tell the 
story connected with the death. 
Hardin was a young man of 
good appearance and what is gen- 
erally known as a lady's man.“ 
was a great favorite among the people, 
who thought him a harmless sort of a 
fellow. He went too far, however, in 
his attentions to several of the married 
ladies and they told their husbands, 
who determined to give him a scare and 


run him out of town. They did not 


think it necessary to proceed 
to harsh measures, so they got 
one of the ladies to answer his 
note and appoint a trysting place. 
Hardin received the note and made-his 
arrangements to meet the lady. As he 
approached the place he saw the form 
of a woman waitihg for him and his 
steps quickened and his heart probably 
beat much more rapidly than was 
was its wont. The lady appeared coy 
and started away, but Harden hurried 
after until he saw her disappear in a 
narrow side street. Hastening to the 
place he suddenly found himself in the 
grasp of a man, while around him stood 
four others. All were masked and car- 
ried terrible-looking weapons. 

Hardin was tied and then a trial was 
held and he was condemned to death. 
It was decided that he should be tied 
with his back to the executioner and be 
shot in the back of thehead. Seatedon 
a box, which he was told was his coffin, 
he was blindfolded and then at a signal 
a gun was fired and he wasstruck gently 
on the back of the head with a small 
stick. On receipt of the blow he fell 
forward and lay perfectly still, It was 
supposed that he had fainted, but when 
he was examined it was discovered that 
he was dead. The shock had been too 


great for his system, and when 
the blow was struck his heart 
failed, and he died as sure 


as if he had received a bullet from the 
gun of his unknown executioner. The 
matter was reported to the proper offi- 
cials and the coroner impanelled his 
jury with the result stated. No action 
has been taken looking to the arrest of 
the perpetrators of the fatal joke, and 
it is probable none will be taken.

Never Before Such an Out pouring 
of the People 


Both Services Very Largely 
tended—The Churches Filled.

Even Standing Room at a Premiam—An 
Eloquent Sermon on “Bringing in 
the Sheaves“ Programme

Pasadena has always been known asa 
church-going community, but never has 
there been witnessed such an outpour- 


ing to the sanctuaries as occurred yes- 


terday, the opening day of the Mills 


noon and the other at the Methodist 
Episcopal Tabernacle in the evening, 
and it can be safely said that never be- 
fore have either of these places of 
worship been socompletely filled. Those 
who came were not attracted merely 
by curiosity, for many had heard Mr. 
Mills in Los Angeles and had been 
deeply impressed by his teachings.

A short 
service of song preceded the meet- 
ing proper, led by Mr. Greenwood 
and a union choir of some forty voices. 
Miss Alice Coleman presided at the or- 
gan. As one after another the familiar 
hymns were sung, the volume of sound 
swelled, and many whose voices had 
long been unaccustomed to song joined 
in the chorus, and their eyes filled with 
tears as the tunes of former years 
brought back tender recollections of 
the religious associations of their child- 
hood, perhaps in some distant land and 
forgotten for many a year.

First tal- 
low the inside of the pail three inches 
down, pour the wax in, and work when 
sufficiently cool. Work well with the 
hands, like shoe maker’s wax, until the 
water is all out. Tallow your hands 
often. For working in cold weather, 
add one ounce of linseed oil, It is well 
to remember that successful 
depends largely upon good wax, as w 
as skill and care in using the article on 
the tree.
